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THE  TRADER'S  MAIL  BID 


by  Wes  Brewer 

As  I write  this,  I have  before  me  a new  addition  to  my  collection. 

It  is  not  a rare  coin  or  even  a very  valuable  coin.  The  coin,  one 
of  many  recent  acquisitions,  is  a Prussia  Three  Marks,  1910,  XF. 

This  coin  and  many  others  in  my  collection  have  a special  signifi- 
cance because  I got  it  in  a trade  from  the  area  in  which  it  was 
originally  struck  - the  German  Democratic  Republic. 

Although  I have  been  trading  coins  for  years,  both  in  the  USA  and 
abroad,  only  recently  have  I tried  a new  plan... the  Traders  Mail  Bid. 
Most  of  you  who  are  reading  this  received  my  list  and  many  of  you 
responded  with  bids  and/or  letters  wanting  to  know  the  results  of 
this  novel  scheme.  I will  now  try  to  answer  all  of  your  questions 
that  you  have  asked  and  anticipate  questions  that  you  may  be  asking 
yourself. 

First,  will  there  be  any  more  Trader's  Mail  Bid  offerings?  Yes, 
definitely ! I will  be  sending  out  other  offerings  and  hopefully, 
some  of  you  will  try  this  method  of  offering  your  duplicates  for 
trade.  There  will,  however  be  some  changes  in  my  future  offerings. 

In  the  future  I will  not  have  a competitive  bid  with  a closing  date. 
Until  you  have  tried,  you  can.  have  no  idea  how  long  it  takes  to 
analyze  all  bids  and  decide  who  is  the  high  bidder  on  a given  lot. 

It  is  not  at  all  like  a cash  mail  bid  in  which  all  bids  are  for  cash. 
With  a cash  mail  bid,  there  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  high  bidder. 

My  intention  was  to  send  my  list  only  to  American  traders;  therefore, 

I kept  the  weight  under  one  ounce  so  that  I could  send  it  first  class 
at  the  same  postage  cost  that  a third  class  list  would  have  cost. 

Only  after  I had  mailed  over  500  lists,  I decided  to  send  out  about 
fifty  lists  abroad.  It  was  quite  a shock  to  find  that  my  list  weighed 
slightly  over  l/2  ounce.  Just  enough  to  make  the  air  postage  for 
overseas  forty  two  cents  instead  of  twenty  one  cents.  I could  have 
sent  the  same  list  for  half  the  cost  if  I had  anticipated  this  prob- 
lem and  left  out  a couple  of  pages  of  cartoons  and  other  rubbish. 

Even  at  the  prohibitive  cost  of  postage,  my  decision  to  try  other 
countries  was  an  excellent,  or  lucky,  decision.  Actually,  I received 
more  and  better  trades  from  overseas  than  I did  from  the  United 
States.  I think  that  I have  made  contacts  with  several  new  traders 
in  foreign  lands  that  will  prove  fruitful  in  the  future.  Unfortun- 
ately, some  of  the  best  offers  that  I received  from  abroad  arrived 
after  the  close  of  the  sale  and  the  coins  that  they  wanted  were 
already  committed. 

In  spite  of  the  problems  that  I encountered,  I will  have  other  lists 
and  I recommend  this  type  of  trading  to  any  of  you  who,  like  me,  get 
as  much  enjoyment  out  of  trading  and  corresponding  with  other  traders 
as  you  do  out  of  collecting.  For  those  of  you  who  would  like  to 
try  the  Trader's  Mail  Bid,  I recommend  the  following  rules: 

1.  This  is  not  a competitive,  auction  type  of  bid  and  there 
will  be  no  closing  date.  This  is  a solicitation  of  offers  to  trade 
and  the  seller  is  under  no  obligation  to  accept  any  bid.  The  seller 
must  accept  or  reject  all  bids  within  one  week  of  receipt  of  the  bid.

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THE  THREE 
TUGRAS  OF 
MUSTAFA  III 

AND  THEIR  RELATIONSHIP  TO  SILVER  PARAS  OF  EGYPT  MINT

The  ruler  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  from  1757AD  (1171AH)  to  177^AD 
(II87AH)  was  Mustafa  III.  His  day  of  accession  coincided  with  the 
start  of  the  Moslem  new  year,  a fact  destined  to  be  of  importance 
later  on  in  the  history  of  his  coinage.  He  is  the  ruler  who  started 
in  the  inscribing  of  regnal  years  on  the  coinage  of  the  Ottoman 
Empire.  This  allows  us  to  determine  the  year  of  his  reign  in  which 
the  coins  were  struck.  Prior  to  his  reign  no  Ottoman  coins  had  the 
regnal  year  inscribed  on  them.  He  is  also  important  for  another  item 
--  the  changing  of  the  mint  name  on  the  coins  from  Constantinople  to 
Islambul.  Two  coins  struck  early  in  his  reign  with  the  mint  name  of 
Constantinople  are  illustrated  in  Figures  C1P  and  C10P.  Figure  C1P 
is  of  the  same  design  as  Mustafa's  predecessor  Osman  III.  It  does 
not  have  a regnal  year,  having  only  a "mark"  to  the  left  of  the  ac- 
cession year  on  the  reverse.  Figure  C10P  is  very  important  since  it 
is  the  only  example,  that  I know  of,  which  has  the  mint  name  of 
Constantinople  and  the  regnal  year  on  it,  in  this  case  year  1.  Since 
all  of  the  other  coins  in  this  article  have  the  mint  name  of  Islambul, 
I have  chosen  to  prefix  these  two  coins  with  the  letter  C to  indicate 
that  they  have  the  mint  name  Constantinople  and  will  use  the  desig- 
nation IP  and  10P  to  indicate  the  denominations  of  the  coins,  in  this 
case,  IP  is  a one  para  coin,  while  the  10P  is  a 10  para  coin  (onluk). 

This  article  will  deal  with  the  coinage  containing  the  tugra,  the 
royal  monogram.  It  is  the  result  of  studying  about  200  coins  of 
Mustafa  III  contained  in  the  author's  collection.  It  started  as  an 
effort  to  link  changes  in  design  with  changes  in  weight  of  the  coins. 

A similar  successful  study  (not  published)  has  been  done  with  the 
coins  of  Abdul  Hamid  I,  the  succeeding  ruler.  Results  of  the  Mustafa 
III  study,  with  regard  to  changes  in  weight  versus  design  changes, 
would  have  caused  this  study  to  be  filed  in  the  Journal  of  Negative 
Results.  Only  one  weight  change  with  regard  to  design  change  was 
notes,  however,  it  is  of  minor  importance  and  will  be  mentioned  when 
appropriate . 

The  main  item  of  importance  in  the  study  involves  the  tugra  on  the 
obverse  of  the  following  coins,  the  para,  5 para,  10  para,  20  para 
and  40  para  (kurus  or  piastre).  No  akces  (aspers)  were  available  to 
the  author.  Casual  observation  shows  that  there  were  two  tugra  de- 
signs used  on  the  coinage.  Nuri  Pere  makes  mention  of  it  in  his 
book  "Osmanlilarda  Madeni  Paralar"  on  page  213-  The  results  of  the 
study  shows  that  three  tugra  designs  were  used. 
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The  three  tugra  designs  are  shown  in  Chart  I and  the  coins  are 
illustrated  in  Figures  I,  II  and  III.  The  earliest  design  is  Type 
I,  the  middle  design  is  type  II,  and  the  final  type  is  type  III. 

It  seems  that  the  die-makers  at  the  mint  were  busy  trying  to  make  a 
well-designed  tugra  for  the  Sultan.  Tugra  I contains  the  wording 
"Mustafa  Khan  bin  Ahmed  El  Muzaffer  Daima"  (Mustafa  Lord  son  of 
Ahmed,  The  Ever  Victorious).  The  newly  discovered  tugra  II  is 
worded  the  same  but  does  it  in  a different  manner.  The  type  III 
tugra  is  worded  differently,  "Mustafa  bin  Ahmed,  El  Muzaffer  Daima" 
(Mustafa  son  of  Ahmed,  The  Ever  Victorious).  Note  that  this  wording 
leaves  out  the  title  "Khan"  (Lord),  thereby  leaving  the  Sultan  with- 
out a title.  Strangely  enough,  on  the  other  style  of  coinage  of 
Mustafa  in  which  the  inscription  is  written  out,  the  title  "Khan"  is 
retained  throughout  the  entire  reign. 

It  would  seem  that  the  changes  in  the  wording  were  an  effort  to 
design  an  integrated  looking  tugra  since  the  type  I tugra  is  some- 
what awkward  looking.  Type  II  does  little  to  solve  the  problem. 

The  type  II  tugra  presents  a better  solution.  One  of  the  important 
aspects  of  this  study  is  to  realize  that  there  was  considerable 
effort  being  made  at  the  Islambul  (Constantinople)  mint  to  solve  this 
problem. 

Chart  II  shows  the  regnal  years  with  respect  to  the  tugra  changes. 

It  also  shows  another  item  of  interest.  To  the  upper  right  of  the 
tugra,  on  the  obverse  of  the  coin,  at  certain  times  appeared  a small 
six  pointed  star.  The  star  is  somewhat  blunted  on  the  ends.  In 
some  cases  of  poor  striking  the  star  appears  as  a round  dot.  (A 
special  case  exists  for  the  para  coin  which  uses  a tamgha,  or  star) . 
The  star  first  appears  on  the  coinage  of  Mustafa  III  during  regnal 
year  1 and  disappears  during  year  5*  From  year  6 onward  to  the  end 
of  the  coinage  of  Mustafa  III,  regnal  year  87,  it  does  not  appear 
again. 

Mention  should  be  made  at  this  time  of  the  method  of  regnal  year 
dating  used  by  Mustafa  III.  He  started  with  number  1 and  went  up 
to  9,  but  at  the  tenth  year  of  his  reign  used  the  number  80  and  so 
forth  until  the  end  of  his  reign  in  year  87.  Since  his  accession 
day  coincided  with  the  new  year  day  of  the  Moslem  calendar,  he  chose 
to  use  the  last  two  digits  of  the  actual  year  to  date  his  coins. 

Using  this  method  the  later  strikings  of  his  coins  have  the  regnal 
years  80  up  to  87  inscribed  on  them. 

There  are  sub-varieties  of  these  coins  which  are  concerned  with  the 
placement  of  the  diacritical  marks  on  the  reverse  of  the  coins. 

The  weight  standard  of  Mustafa  III  seems  to  be  6 dirhems  to  the  40 
para  coins  (kurus  or  piastre).  Since  the  dirhem  weighs  3.2  grams 
then  the  weight  of  the  1+0  para  coin  would  be  19-2  grams.  Using  this 
as  a standard  the  weights  of  the  coins  would  be:  20  paras  weight 

of  9.6  grams,  10  paras  weight  of  4.8  grams,  5 paras  weight  of  2.4 
grams  and  the  para  weight  of  0.48  grams  to  0.46  grams  at  the  end  of 
his  reign. 

Chart  III  shows  the  weights  and  diameter  of  the  coins,  used  in  the 
study,  in  conjunction  with  the  design  of  the  coins  by  type  as  listed 
in  Chart  II. 

Figures  IP,  5P,  10P,  20P  and  40P  show  the  various  denominations  in 
their  final  design  near  the  end  of  the  reign. 
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CHART  III:  Weights  and  Diameters  of  the  Coins  Used  in  the  Study 

(Listed  by  Type,  Regnal  Year  and  Denomination). 
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CHART  III  Regnal  Years  83,  84,  85,  86  and  87  --  See  next  page. 
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A study  of  Chart  III  reveals  no  specific  change  in  weight  in  conjunc- 
tion with  design  change,  the  only  exception  being  the  to  para  coin  of 
year  84.  Note  that  the  small  border  coin  is  appreciable  lighter  in 
weight,  about  2 grams,  than  the  large  border  coins.  See  Figures  84S 
and  84L. 

Coins  for  the  study  were  in  superior  condition  (VF  to  XF),  except 
where  noted.  The  weights  and  diameters  of  the  two  coins  from  Nuri 
Pere's  book  (Reference  l)  were  listed  since  the  author  did  not  possess 
suitable  coins  of  that  year  or  denomination.  The  paras  were  selected 
so  as  to  show  the  best  condition  coin  and  to  show  the  wide  variation 
in  weight  of  the  paras. 

It  is  difficult  to  draw  conclusions  since  in  some  cases  only  one 
specimen  was  available  for  the  study.  Of  the  different  denominations 
the  5 para  coin  was  the  most  difficult  to  obtain  with  the  20  para 
coin  running  a close  second.  Please  note  that  while  the  5 para  coin 
is  pierced  it  has  had  very  little  wear.  The  early  years  of  the  to 
para  pieces  are  seldom  encountered,  with  regnal  years  2 through  7 
being  very  scarce.  The  easiest  coins  to  obtain  are  those  of  years 
85  to  87  with  two  exceptions,  the  para  of  year  87  and  the  20  para  of 
year  85.  Note  that  the  para  of  year  82  comes  in  three  varieties  -- 
narrow,  medium  and  wide  regnal  year  date. 

An  examination  of  the  weights  of  the  different  denominations  shows 
that  the  weights  of  the  larger  coins,  the  to  and  20  paras,  agree  well 
with  the  standard.  . In  the  smaller  coins  there  is  a tendency  to  under- 
weight. It  would  seem  that  it  was  better  to  have  the  larger  coins 
and  to  avoid  the  smaller  denominations.  It  also  substantiates  the 
statement  of  another  author  that  the  smaller  coins  were  not  struck 
to  the  standard  but  were  struck  so  many  to  the  dirhem  (weight  of 
silver).  This  produces  a tendency  to  underweight  and  overweight. 

A benefit  which  can  be  derived  from  the  knowledge  of  the  three  tugras 
is  to  study  the  paras  of  Mustafa  III  from  the  Egypt  mint.  These 
coins  contain,  in  most  instances,  "marks"  where  the  regnal  year  was 
finally  inscribed,  in  the  "be"  of  zarbe  ( duribe) . These  marks  have 
been  of  considerable  interest  to  the  author  since  there  was  no  way 
previously  to  determine  their  exact  date  of  mintage.  While  the  three 
tugras  do  not  allow  exact  pin-pointing  of  the  date,  they  do  narrow 
the  gap  somewhat.  Another  example  is  coin  number  6l4  on  plate  to  of 
Nuri  Pere 1 s book,  since  it  has  no  regnal  year  but  the  tugra  is  type 
III  we  can  state  that  it  was  not  struck  prior  to  year  5 of  his  reign. 
Also,  note  that  coin  number  612  of  his  book  is  a type  II  tugra  coin. 

To  return  to  the  Egypt  mint  paras,  one  of  the  problems  with  these 
coins  is  the  crude  striking.  The  coins  are  thin  and  the  striking  of 
the  tugra  on  the  obverse  sometimes  is  flattened  by  the  reverse  design 
making  positive  identification  of  the  type  of  tugra  difficult.  In 
some  cases,  identification  could  not  be  made.  Also  the  inscriptions 
are  done  in  a very  crude  manner  and  lack  the  good  style  of  the  Islam- 
bul  mint. 

The  following  results  were  obtained.  No  type  II  tugras  were  found, 
only  the  type  I and  III  tugras.  The  type  I coins  have  two  different 
obverses  and  11  different  reverses.  The  type  III  coins  have  two 
different  obverses  and  14  different  reverses.  Observation  would  seem 
to  indicate  that  regnal  year  dating  did  not  begin  at  the  Egypt  mint 
until  year  6,  since  prior  to  that  no  certain  numbers  were  observable 
on  the  reverses  of  the  type  I coins.  One  of  these  coins  could  have 
the  number  4 on  the  reverse,  but  it  is  not  certain.

Concerning  the  designations  of  the  Egypt  paras  in  the  following  il- 
lustrations, I have  designated  the  obverses  by  letters  following  the 
type  tugra  designation  and  the  middle  term  "E"  for  Egypt.  Since  two 
new  obverse  configurations  were  found  I have  used  the  letter  "F"  to 
designate  type  I tugra,  with  star  and  additional  tamgha  to  the  left 
of  the  tugra.  Letter  "G"  designates  type  III  tugra  with  star.  In 
this  manner  the  obverse  designations  are  kept  separated.  The  numbers 
following  the  letter  "E"  in  the  reverse  designation  are  simply 
sequence  numbers  with  an  allowance  space  in  the  case  of  the  finding 
of  type  II  tugra  coins.  Since  the  marks  seem  to  approximate  letters 
of  the  Arabic  alphabet  I have  chosen  to  draw  them  out  since  they  may 
not  appear  clearly  in  the  photographs. 


The  coins  of  Plate  VI  occur  in  the  following  combinations : 

Type  I-EF  with  I-E-4,  I-E-8  and  I-E-10. 

Type  I-EB  with  I-E-l,  I-E-2,  I-E-3,  I-E-5,  I-E-6,  I-E-7, 
I-E-8  and  I-E-9- 

(Note  that  type  reverse  I-E-8  comes  with  both 
obverse  styles.) 


The  coins  of  Plate  VII  occur  in  the  following  combinations: 


Type  III-EE  with  III-E-32  and  III-E-44. 

Type  III-EG  with  III-E-31,  III-E-32,  III-E-33,  III-E-34, 

III-E-35,  III-E-36,  III-E-37,  III-E-38, 

III-E-39,  III-E-40,  III-E-41,  III-E-42 

and  III-E-43. 


(Note  that  type  reverse  III-E-32  comes  with  both 
types  of  obverses. ) 


As  additional  information,  the  copper  5 para  piece  from  Haleb  (Aleppo) 
mint,  known  as  Syria  No.  35  in  Craig's  "Coins  of  the  World"  (2nd 
edition),  has  a type  I tugra.  This  is  not  shown  here  since  it  did 
not  photograph  well.

It  is  assumed  that  issues  numbered  1 to  4 were  probably  produced  by 
Queen  T'amar  (1184-1223  A.D.),  as  they  appear  on  her  coins.  All 
countermarks  are  known  only  on  Georgian  copper  issues  unless  noted 
otherwise.

During  the  rule  of  T'amar,  Georgia  pro- 
duced two  separate  series  of  copper 
coins.  The  "regular"  series  coins  are 
round  and  of  good  workmanship.  The 
"irregular"  series  coins  are  of  crude 
workmanship,  varying  weights,  and  a 
wide  variety  of  shapes.  Sometimes 
these  "irregular"  issues  are  stamped 
more  than  once,  the  size  of  the  coins ' 
flans  being  at  times  larger  than  the 
area  of  the  dies  used  to  produce  them. 

The  "irregular  coins  were  hurriedly  issued  for  the  numerous  new 
territories  conquered  during  Queen  T'amar 's  mile.  These  two  Georgian 
"D"  countermarks  may  be  validation  marks  allowing  for  the  general 
circulation  of  "irregular"  coppers  as  they  only  appear  on  "irregular" 
issues.

If  the  latter  are  no  misrepresentations  from  worn  coins,  there  must 

have  been  a number  of  dies  used  for  the  countermarking. 
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BY-LAWS  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  amended  By-Laws,  as  proposed  at  the  October  meeting  in  Dallas, 
will  be  voted  on  at  this  month's  meeting.  Highlights  of  the  most 
important  changes  are  summarized  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  III  - Membership:  Section  4.  allows  the  Board  of  Governors 

to  establish  "special  membership  categories".  This  would  allow  the 
Board  to  set  up  Life  Memberships,  Honorary  Memberships,  etc. 

ARTICLE  IV  - Officers,  Staff,  Committees:  This  is  the  single  most 

important  change  as  it  involves  the  election  process  of  the  organiza- 
tion. Pertinent  sections  of  the  Article  IV  are  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  The  elected  officers  of  NUMISMATICS  INTERNATIONAL  shall 
be  a president,  a vice  president,  a secretary,  and  a treasurer.  Com- 
mencing in  1974,  officers  shall  be  elected  biennially  in  November  to 
assume  office  the  following  January  for  a period  of  two  years.  All 
officers  shall  be  requiredto  attend  two -thirds  of  the  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Governors  per  year  or  shall  be  subject  to  removal  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

"a.  A call  for  nominations  shall  be  published  in  the  July  bulletin 
with  nominations  being  accepted  during  the  month  of  August.  All 
nominations  must  be  in  writing. 

"b.  The  Secretary  shall  contact  the  nominees  to  secure  their  ac- 
ceptance and  ascertain  that  they  will  agree  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  office  for  which  they  have  been  nominated. 

"c.  Ballots  will  be  mailed  to  the  membership  in  October  and 
shall  be  returned  and  tabluated  as  required  by  the  Board  of  Governors. 

"Section  2.  e.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  meet  at  least  quarterly 
to  transact  the  business  of  the  Organization  as  may  be  required. 
Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Governors  may  be  called  upon  24 
hours  prior  notice  by  two  or  more  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

"f.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  have  the  power  to  remove  from 
office  any  elected  or  appointed  officer  of  staff  member  who  does  not 
or  cannot  meet  the  requirements  of  his  office. 

"g.  At  any  meeting  held  by  the  Board  of  Governors,  five  members 
shall  constitute  a quorum  to  transact  business." 

ARTICLE  VI  - Dues:  This  section  has  been  changed  to  allow  the  Board 

of  Governors  fix  annual  dues  without  ratification  of  the  membership. 
Also,  all  new  members  will  pay  a full  year's  dues  on  application  and 
their  dues  will  be  pro-rated  at  the  next  dues  billing  date  to  place 
them  on  a calendar  year  basis.

COINAGE  OF  NERO 


50-68

In  October,  A.D.  5k,  Nero  Claudius  Caesar  became  Emperor  of  Rome.  He 
became  Emperor  through  the  death  of  his  stepfather  (and  uncle),  the 
Emperor  Claudius.  It  appears  that  Claudius  was  poisoned  because  he 
was  beginning  to  doubt  his  successor's  worthiness. 

Nero's  succession  was  smooth  since  the  Roman  world  had  been  prepared 
for  it.  For  four  years,  among  other  means,  the  mint  had  been  issuing 
coins  honoring  the  new  Caesar.  The  coins  of  course  served  the  purpose 
of  familiarizing  the  people  with  the  features  of  their  new  sovereign, 
but  there  was  also  another  reason.  Nero  had  originally  been  named 
Lucius  Domitius  Ahenobarbus,  but  his  name  was  changed  after  his  adopt- 
ion in  order  to  emphasize  his  relation  to  the  Julio -Claudian  dynasty. 
Also  prominent  among  his  names  and  titles  was  the  sobriquet  GERMANICUS, 
which  he  had  inherited  from  his  grandfather,  who  had  been  universally 
loved  and  respected.  One  of  the  titles  used  to  emphasize  Nero's  im- 
perial destiny  was  PRINCIPI  IUVENTUTIS  (Prince  of  the  Youth),  this 
title  had  been  used  fifty  years  previously  for  the  princes  Caius  and 
Lucius  Caesar  for  the  same  purpose.  Using  this  was  also  an  allusion 
to  the  happy  conditions  of  the  reign  of  Augustus.  Nero's  coinage  also 
commemorated  his  mother  Agrippina.  This  theme  had  several  purposes. 
Since  Agrippina  was  the  daughter  of  Germanicus,  this  tie  was  under- 
scored. Nero  was  only  sixteen  at  the  time  of  his  accession,  therefore 
his  mother's  advice  and  counsel  was  implied.  Thirdly,  Agrippina  was 
an  ambitious  and  ruthless  woman,  she  had  been  the  engineer  of  both 
Nero's  adoption  and  the  murder  of  Claudius.  She  seems  to  have  felt 
that  she  therefore  deserved  a position  of  greater  honor  and  power, 
and  her  prominence  on  these  early  coins  of  Nero  would  denote  this. 


Commemorating  the  Eternal  City  of  Rome  (Cohen  26l) 

Nero's  mintages  as  Emperor  can  be  divided  into  several  categories. 
Following  his  predecessors,  and  the  Roman  series  in  general,  there 
was  a large  series  dealing  with  military  subjects.  The  notably 
successful  Roman  campaigns  in  the  East  were  directly  commemorated  by 
a didrachm  of  Caesarea  bearing  both  a legend  hailing  Nero  as  the

conqueror  of  Armenia  and  a figure  of  Victory.  There  was  much  fighting 
in  Britain  during  his  reign,  but  it  does  not  appear  to  have  been 
directly  mentioned  on  the  coins.  On  some  coins  Kero  is  attributed 
with  VIRTUS  (i.e.  manly  courage  and  resolution).  Obviously,  propa- 
ganda need  not  be  true. 

Some  of  Nero's  megalomania  spilled  onto  his  coins.  Nero  apparently 
harbored  a feeling  that  he  was  an  incarnation  of,  if  not  the  Sun 
God.  The  most  obvious  attribute  of  the  Sun  God  was  a radiate  crown 
(e.g.  Cohen  44).  The  head  of  the  Emperor  with  a radiate  crown  first 
became  a common  mark  denoting  the  denomination  known  as  a dupondius 
(l/2  sesterce)  during  Nero's  reign.  This  insistence  by  Nero  on  his 
divinity  in  this  way  was  doubly  foolish.  First,  most  Romans  still 
considered  such  claims  preposterous.  Secondly,  the  wearing  of  a 
crown  was  highly  disturbing  to  a people  who  still  cherished  the  memory 
of  their  republican  freedoms.  Nero  eventually  went  so  far  as  to 
construct  an  enormous  statue  of  himself  as  the  Sun  God.  After  Nero's 
fall  the  head  was  lopped  off  and  replaced,  and  this  "collossus"  was 
moved  to  a site  near  the  new  amphitheatre.  The  amphitheatre  took  its 
nickname  from  the  statue  - the  Colosseum.  Nero  also  considered  him- 
self a great  artist.  In  the  Olympic  Games  of  A.D.  66,  he  managed  to 
win  most  of  the  prizes,  both  athletic  and  artistic.  Apparently, 
then  as  now,  Olympic  judges  kept  an  eye  to  politics.  In  honor  of  his 
victories,  Nero  had  a coin  struck  showing  himself  playing  a lyre, 
dressed  as  Apollo  (Cohen  203). 

Since  most  Roman  coins  were  commemorative,  Nero's  coinages  also  re- 
corded special  events.  In  A.D.  64  most  of  Rome  was  destroyed  by 
fire.  Nero,  in  one  of  his  better  periods,  energetically  took  up  the 
task  of  relief  and  repair,  and  acquitted  himself  well.  As  a result, 
his  coins  began  to  show  things  such  as  the  new  market-place  (Macellum) . 
The  eternal  city  of  Rome  was  also  commemorated  on  a series  issued  at 
about  this  time  (Cohen  26l  - see  illustration).  Nero  also  finished 
building  the  great  port  at  the  mouth  of  the  Tiber,  helping  to  assure 
Rome's  grain  supply  and  overseas  trade.  The  coin  gives  an  aerial 
view  of  the  port,  with  its  great  breakwaters  and  lighthouse  (Cohen 
39)-  As  a result  of  the  conclusion  of  a peace  with  the  Parthian 
Empire,  Nero  ordered  the  closing  of  the  doors  of  the  Temple  of  Janus, 
signifying,  in  the  words  of  the  coins,  the  "Peace  of  the  Roman  People 
on  Land  and  Sea"  (Cohen  158). 

Nero's  coinages  present  a strange  contradiction.  Nero  apparently  took 
an  interest  in  the  coinage,  and  the  workmanship  and  devices  are  almost 
uniformly  excellent.  Nero's  artistic  tastes,  at  least,  were  good. 
Despite  his  interest  in  the  coinage,  Nero  was  the  first  to  debase  the 
Imperial  currency.  He  apparently  felt  it  was  better  to  water  the 
coinage  than  to  cut  expenses.  Nero's  tyranny  eventually  became  in- 
tolerable, and  the  legions  rose  in  revolt.  It  was  not  a coincidence 
that  one  of  the  main  devices  on  the  coins  of  the  rebelling  leaders 
was  LIBERTAS  RESTITUTA  (Liberty  Restored). 


JETONS 


Anonymous 

A "jeton"  is  a piece  of  metal  that  looks  like  a coin  or  token  but  is 
neither.  Jetons  have  been  struck  since  approximately  the  l6th  cen- 
tury at  many  places  and  for  many  purposes.  They  differ  from  coins 
and  tokens  primarily  in  that  they  were  not  intended  to  serve  as  a 
medium  of  exchange.  Nevertheless,  due  to  the  seemingly  incessant 
shortages  of  small  change  that  beset  Europe  in  the  l6th-19th  centuries, 
many  did  in  fact  circulate  as  money.  A few  categories  of  jetons  are 
briefly  described  below: 

(1)  Counters  or  "rechenpfennigs" : used  by  merchants,  bankers, 

etc.,  up  to  approximately  the  l8th  century  for  accounting  and  com- 
putation in  commercial  and  financial  transactions.  Originated  at  a 
time  when  the  use  of  Roman  numerals  made  multiplication  and  division, 
as  we  know  them  today,  impossible.  The  major  portion  of  these  were 
produced  at  Nuremburg,  Germany,  and  mosttypes  bear  the  name  or  initials 
of  the  issuing  mintmaster.  They  encompass  an  infinite  variety  of 
designs,  ranging  from  mythology  to  satire  to  contemporary  political 
themes.  Struck  predominatly  in  brass  on  thin  planchets  but  many  in 
copper.  Average  size  28 -JO  mm. 

(2)  General  political  and  historical  jetons.  Depict  contempor- 
ary personalities  and  a variety  of  major  and  minor  historical  events. 
France  and  the  Low  Countries  (Netherlands)  produced  extensive  series 
in  the  l6th-l8th  centuries.  Themes  are  integrally  related  to  the 
issuing  locale.  It  is  sometimes  impossible  to  distinguish  these  from 
contemporary  rechenpfennigs  which  they  closely  resemble  in  size  and 
metallic  content. 

(3)  Procolamation  jetons:  official  pieces  struck  to  commemorate 

a personality  or  event  of  significance  in  the  royal  family  such  as  a 
coronation  or  wedding.  Frequently  struck  on  coin  planchets  and  there- 
fore, although  intended  as  medallets  or  presentation  pieces,  circul- 
ated readily.  Called  "Gedenkmunze"  in  Germanic  countries. 

(4)  Family  jetons:  depict  the  coat-of-arms  of  a family  in  the 

nobility  or  aristocracy.  Among  the  scarcest  of  all  jetons. 

(5)  Satirical  pieces:  vehicles  of  political,  social  and/or 

ecomonic  satire.  Example:  the  series  struck  in  France  after  the 

defeat  in  the  Franco-Prussian  War,  inscribed  "Napoleon  le  Miserable" 
and  "Vampire  Francaise". 

(6)  "Spiel"  marks  or  "Spielmunze" : game  counters;  analogous 

to  modem  "poker  chips".  As  with  the  rechenpfennigs,  many  of  these 
were  produced  at  Nuremburg. 

(7)  Money  weights:  used  by  merchants,  bankers,  etc.,  to  check 

or  verify  weight,  especially  of  foreign  coins. 

The  above  categories  are  to  an  extent  arbitrary  and  are  intended  solely 
to  give  the  beginner  some  framework  within  which  to  start  or  organize 
a collection. 

Jetons  have  never  been  very  popular  in  the  United  Sates,  due  largely 
to  the  lack  of  available  English-language  reference  works. 
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The  listing  of  German  mintmasters  that  follows  has  been  gleaned  from 
many  sources.  It  is  offered  in  the  hope  that  it  may  prove  helpful  In 
identifying  and  attributing  pieces  of  Germanic  origin.

2.  Each  trader  will  pay  all  shipping  dharges  and  insurance  or 
registration  on  coins  sent. 

3-  All  coins  guaranteed  to  be  as  described  and  genuine  by  both 
parties  to  the  trade.  No  trade  is  final  until  both  parties  are 
satisfied. 

These  three  rules  are  by  no  means  complete.  They  are  meant  only  as 
a guide.  In  addition  to  these  rules,  I have  a few  more  suggestions: 

If  you  plan  to  send  your  list  to  other  countries,  send  the  list 
overseas  by  air  mail  at  least  a week  before  you  mail  your  local 
lists.  This  will  give  the  foreign  traders  a chance  to  respond  to 
your  list  before  all  the  goodies  have  been  taken  by  the  local 
traders. 

Offer  only  high  grade  coins  and  try  to  have  many  good  coins 
on  your  list  that  you  have  in  quantity.  If  you  offer  a hundred  or 
so  lots  of  one  of  a kind  coins,  it  is  hardly  worth  the  effort  for 
your  traders  to  try  to  trade,  as  the  chances  are  that  the  coins  that 
they  will  want  will  be  taken  before  their  offer  arrives.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  you  have  ten  coins  each  of  hundred  or  so  types,  you 
will  be  able  to  make  many  very  nice  trades. 

If  the  idea  of  the  Trader's  Mail  Bid  has  merit,  and  you  are  interest- 
ed either  as  a bidder  or  as  a seller,  why  not  send  your  ideas  to  me? 

If  there  is  enough  interest,  perhaps  a group  of  us  could  work  as  a 
committee  and  formalize  a set  of  official  rules  for  anyone  preparing 
a list.  The  committee  could  submit  the  official  rules  to  the  Board 
of  Governors  of  NI  for  approval  and,  if  approved,  they  could  be 
published  as  such  and  future  lists  could  state  "NI  Rules  -will  apply".
